prised that the colonel should shake 
off entirely any delegates elected for 
him in an open primary about which 
there is oi>en doubt. 
W hen Colonel Roosevelt heard that 
his eight Massachusetts delegates-at- 
large were in open rebellion against 
his bull of excommunication and were 
all agreed that they'd stick, he ex­ 
claim ed: 
“ I meant every word that 
I said and shall do everything possi­ 
ble to see that my request is heeded.” 
It 
is strongly apparent from 
the 
colonel’s joyousness that the extreme 
closeness of the Massachusetts vote 
he considers a clear and decisive vic­ 
tory for the Roosevelt cause.
